Dear  Mr  President, 

A  year  ago  an  Air-compressor  and  Crematorium  for  the 
destruction  of  animals  and  animal  refuse,  were  installed  in 
this  building  at  a  cost  of  a  little  under  $800,  and  these  were 
placed  under  my  supervision. 

Part  of  the  expense  of  this  plant  was  paid  from  the  account 
of  the  Power  House  to  enable  them  to  use  the  compressed  air  from 
time  to  time  as  they  required  it. 

The  plant  was  set  up  by  the  workmen  of  the  University,  but  it 
has  never  yet  been  in  satisfactory  working  order  -  the  main  defect 
being  in  the  driving  of  the  Compressor.  This  is  due  partly  because 
the  motor  and  compressor  have  not  been  set  up  in  proper  alignment 
partly  because  no  provision  was  made  for  the  stretching  of  the 
belt. 

In  providing  the  original  estimates  apparently  no  provision 
was  made  for  enclosing  the  plant.  It  is  quite  unprotected,  so 
that  anyone  who  can  get  into  the  basement  of  the  building  can 
interfere  with  it. 

During  last  week  the  Compressor  was  found  running  at  night 
on  two  occasions.  On  neither  of  those  days  had  it  been  used  in 
my  Department  nor  in  Professor  Macallum's.  On  the  morning  after 
the  second  occasion  the  valve  leading  to  the  Power  House  was  found 
to  be  open.  I  have  this  morning  received  a  letter  from  the 
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Superintendent  that  they  had  not  used  the  Compressor  in  the 
Power  House  that  night,  so  apparently  some  unauthorised  person 
had  started  it  and  left  it  working. 

I  have  thought  it  right  to  let  you  know  at  once  of  this 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs,  so  that  steps  may  be  taken  to 
protect  this  expensive  plant,  and  have  it  put  into  a  proper  state 
of  efficiency.

Dear  Mr  President, 

In  reply  to  your  letter  about  my  request  that  Mr  Kenny 
might  have  a  keybto  the  Medical  Building. 

Mr  Kenny  refused  to  give  a  deposit  of  $  5  for  a  key,  and  I  think 
rightly  so.  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  it  is  a  very  sad  mistake 
to  put  difficulties  in  the  way  of  men  who  are  willing  to  devote 
a  great  deal  of  time  without  pay,  to  research  work  in  anjr  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Professor  in  any  Department  must  of  necessity  first 
feel  assured  that  the  man  may  be  trusted  in  the  Department,  and 
quite  frequently  with  a  great  deal  of  expensive  apparatus  in  the 
Department.  To  extend  this  trust  in  another  direction  which  in¬ 
volves  the  University  in  the  possible  cost  of  $  5  should  the  man 
lose  his  key,  or  be  dishonest  enough  not  to  return  it,  appeals  to 
me  as  a  very  minor  consequence  in  comparison  to  the  other. 

It  should  be  our  aim  to  help  these  men  in  every  way  we  can,  for  as 
you  fully  agree  encouragement  of  research  work  in  the  different 
Laboratories  is  one  of  the  first  aims  of  a  University.
